This is in response to your request of November 23, 1977 
for the views of this Office on H.R. 4620, a bill "To. 
amend title 5, United States Code, to provide special 
allowances to certain Physicians employed by the United 
States in order to enhance the recruitment and retention 
of such physicians." 


H-R. 4620 would provide, on a permanent basis, bonuse:: 

of up to $10,000 annually to Federal civilian physicians 
not now eligible for them. Under current law, physicians 
in the uniformed services receive temporary variable 
incentive pay under P.L. 93-274. Physicians in the 
Department of Medicine and Surgery of the Veterans 


H.R. 4620 would authorize permanent bonuses to Physicians 
paid under the General Schedule and to physicians paid 
under other pay schedules, i.e., Foreign Service, Postal 
Service, Panama Canal Zone Government, Tennessee Valley 
Authority and Energy Research and Development Administra-— 
tion, Central Intelligence Agency and others.
